FREE UNIVERSITY OF NEW YORK (FUNY) 

The "New York Times," a daily newspaper published 
in New York City, contained an article in its July Hi 1965, 
issue entitled "Radicals Set Up Own University, The article 
indicated that this school, called the Free University of 
New York (FUNY) opened on the previous Tuesday in an old 
loft building at 20 East l4th Street, New York City, and 
reportedly had 210 students registered. The article also 
indicated that the funds for establishing the FUNY and funds 
for its operation were supplied in part by non-salaried 
faculty members, most of whom contributed $30 each and also 
by the students who pay $24 for each eight week course. 

The May 28 , 1965 , issue of “Newsday," a daily 
Long Island, New York, newspaper, contained an article 
entitled "Kr ebs To Open H is Own School." This article 
related that I 1 a former Adelphi University 

professor, who claimed he was fired from Adelphi University 
for his avowed Marxist views, was planning to open a 
university of his own in a rented Manhattan, New York, loft.

The same source advised on August 18, 19&5, that 
the FUNY is not known to be a part of the PLP but is rather 
a combination of different groups in the New York City area. 

The "New York Times" in its issue dated December 12, 
1965 , contained an article entitled "Students of Left Set 
Up Colleges . " This article indicated that a number of 
"Counter-Universities" or "Anti-Universities" have been 
established in various cities throughout the United States 
like the FUNY. The article mentioned that these institutions 
vary in many ways. Some are operated under the aus^icies of |( 
a specific organization belonging to the so-called New Left, 
however, others, like the FUNY say they are independent of 
any organization and try to offer courses of a broader cultural 
orientation . 

The Winter, 1966 Catalog of the FUNY contains a 
list of 42 courses offered ranging from discussions of various 
radical movements and revolutions, classes on Marxism, labor 
movements, racial prejudices, sex and hallucinogenic drugs.

W. E. B. DU BOIS CLUBS OP AMERICA (DCA) 

A source has advised that on October 26 - 27 > 19 & 3 > 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), 
including national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, 
for the purpose of setting in motion forces for the establish- 
ment of a new national Marxist-oriented youth organization 
which would hunt for the most peaceful transition to socialism. 
The delegates were told that it would be reasonable to assume 
that the young socialists attracted into this new organization 
would eventually pass into the CP itself. 

A second source has advised that the founding 
convention for the new youth organization was held from 
June 19-21, 1964, at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, 
California, at which time the name W.E.B. DuBois Clubs of 
America (DCA) was adopted. Approximately 500 delegates 
from throughout the United States attended this convention. 

The aims of this organization, as set forth in the preamble 
to the constitution, are: "it is our belief that this nation 

can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful 
coexistence, complete disarmament and true freedom for all 
peoples of the world, and that these solutions will be reached 
mainly through the united efforts of all democratic elements 
in our country, composed essentially of the working people 
allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with 
whites. We further fully recognize that the greatest threat 
to American democracy comes from the racist and right wing 
forces in coalition with the most reactionary sections of 
the economic power structure, using the tool of anti -Communism 
to divide and destroy the unified struggle of the working 
people." 


Over the Labor Day weekend, 1965* DCA held a 
conference in Chicago, Illinois,, and a new slate of officers 
was elected to the National Executive Committee (NEC) of the 
DCA. Since Labor Day, 1965-. identities of those serving on 
the NEC has varied; however, according to a third source as 
of May, 1966, thirteen of the fifteen members' of the NEC were 
members of the CP in the San Francisco Bay area. 

As of July, 1966, the headquarters of the DCA was 
located at 180 North Wacker Drive, Chicago, Illinois.

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Part I of the text of Prof Genovese's speech, delivered at Sir 
George. This part is an analysis of the Capitalist-Socialist 
world situation. 

Part II deals primarily with the. actions of certain members of 
the Sir George faculty and possible action of those wishing to 
change the power structure. 


The war in Viet Nam has once again confronted 
the world with the spectre of nuclear war. With each 
new escalation the discredited and increasingly irrati- 
onal Johnson administration brings itself closer Co- 
that fatelul decision. Thjs spectre raises three pos- 


sibilities. 

( 1 ) that there will be a general nuclear war between f 
the. socialist and capitalist camps; 

(2) that there will be limited wars with nuclear wea- j 
pons and with as yet undetermined effects on the v 
world balance of power; and 

(3) that there will be limited wars with conventional 
weapons only. The first possibility - that of a general 
nuclear war - raises K * long range problems. If such 
a war takes place - and it is certainly a possibility - 
we tjeed not worry about our future. The other two 
possibilities are merely variations on the same theme, 
and together they constitute the overwhelming pro- 
bability. Today, I do not wish 'to discuss the war in 
VietNam itself, but do wish to assess the significance 
of this and others likely to follow on the prospects,— 
for the socialist transformation of Western society.’ 

I therefore address myself primarily, but I hope not 
exclusively, to the leflwing of this campus. J 


To begin with, let me insist on the {fundamental 
rationality of general imperialist poiicy, nbtwithsj^nd; 
ing the increasing irrationality of Johnson's' particular 
policy in Viet Nam. That policy is merely, Ihe continjh 
ation, under more complicated conditions of the ptri 
licy adopted toward the USSR after the! Bolshevik 
Revolution. Its major thrust has been toi force the 
socialist countries to divert their national! reS&tiTces 
from social and economic construction intcrtrTRlgger- 
ing arms, race, which the United States alone can 
afford with some ’ease. Since the socialist countries 
have been poor and babkviard and have- there- 
fore had, to engage in forced-march industrialization 
under pajnful conditions, .this imperialist strategy has. 
madejgreat sense. In recent years it has been appli 
with special force to China. Despite all the abs 
propaganda about Chinese agressiveness, the $ac# 
remains that the United States has virtually been w.w 
ing war oh China for more than 20 years. The Unitdu 
States intervened in the Chinese civil war by sepd 
ing troops to assist Chiang Kai Shek in Manchuria 




When Chiang’s army collapsed, the United States 
detached Taiwan and has ever since protected the 
Kuomintang regime there. To do so, the United Sta- 
tes had to repudiate the Cairo agreement, in which it 
-solemnly promised to respect Chinese claims to Tai- 
wan as part of the national territory. American ar- 
rogance on this question may be measured by the jux- 
taposition of two facts. On the one hand, the Ameri- 
can press exults over, and the American airforce pro- ( 
* tects, periodic Kuomintang attacks on the mainland..' 
On the other hand, Washington has said bluntly that! 
any Communist attack on Taiwan, even in retaliation 
for such strikes, will be considered as an act of war 
on the United States. The United States, in addition, 
maintains client states in South Korea and South 
Viet Nam on both Chinese flanks - and has maintain- 
ed a fleet, armed almost entirely with nuclear wea- 
pons, off the Chinese coast. It has, in short, forced the 
Chinese to accept a situation such as has not confront- 
— cd any other major power in recent times. These have 
been extreme provocations; they have virtually been 
acts of wa jr. In the face of them, I believe we can say 
without falling prey to romantic rhetoric, that the 
‘CKjrfcse response has been a model of restraint and 
responsibility and that we are justified in regarding 
the Chinese leaders as among the most mature and 
seJf-controlled in the world today. 

American policy has been a clear failure in its ul- 
timate! objective - to prevent industrialization and 
provoke .mass discontent and insurrection. On other 
ft&ls, nowe.ver, it has been partially- successful. For 
OflFlKmg it has forced the socialist’ world to adopt 
stern, repressive, and sometimes totalitarian measures 
in order to defend itself against the constant threat 

of aggression. These measures, as best illustrated by 
Stalin’s rule in Russia, have naturally tended to find 
institutional and bureaucratic expressions; which in 
turn have hardened and taken on a life of their own. 
As a result, socialism, as it has so far appealed in the 
world, has been identified, however superficially and 
unfairly, with opposition to freedom and democracy. 
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Whether or not these opportunities can be realiz- 
ed depends largely on our own wisdom and effort. 
The opportunities could easily be thrown away by 
timidity or, alternatively, , By absurd adventurism. 
Avoidance of these, twin pitfalls depends entirely on 
cur own ability *to analyze. and understand a rapidly 
changing and increasingly ‘complex world. The failu- 
re of the Left in North America Has not, as one of our 
local ignoramuses recently suggested, been due to its 
passivity. This is an idle slander, which betrays and 
almost total ignorance of its history. On the contrary, 
it has been and remains courageous, militant, and ac- 
tion-oriented. The problem has been its failure to' 
, understand the. world in which its action must take 
, place and it has therefore spent its best efforts with- 
out lasting results. For this reason alone, those who 
deprecate theoretical work .and scorn the intellectu- 
al community are proposing to lead you to one more 
act of senseless adventures, which can only end in 
defeat and disillutionment.

not to mention of talent. 

The movement that must be built 
to oppose imperialism and to struggle 
for a transformation of society will ne- 
cessarily have to be based on the work- 
ers and the /technical strata, but the 
ideological leadership will have to e- 
merge from the intelligentsia. This 
means that the universities have a major 
role to play., To say, as some do, that 
they are merely bourgeois institutions 
involved in a conspiracy to brainwash 
students is to talk like a 19th century 
Populist - if not a nincompoop. These 
institutions have had a complex history 
and manifest a contradictory character., ( 
But they have generally beetl the advanc- 
ed guard of freedom of thought within 
the bourgeois world, and they have 
represented the highest form of the 
tradition of Anglo-Saxon liberty - a pre- 
cious tradition for which much blood 
has been spilled and which requires 
militant defense. Certainly, they have 
often disgraced themselves and have 
betrayed their own heritage. The fact 
remains that, as institutions, they em- 
body a splendid tradition of free dis- 
course and as such present favorable 
opportunities for the training of a so- 
cialist intelligentsia. Our task, accord- 
ingly, is Hot to draw a blind and stupid 
analogy between the class confrontation 

of worker and capitalist and the rela- * 
lions among administration, faculty, 
and student,' which are potentially re- 
lations of community unity in defense 
of institutional autonomy. 

On the contrary, our task is to de- 
mand that each section of that commu- 
nity defend the autonomy of the insti- 
tution against all outside pressures and 
that.' simultaneously, maximum free- 
dom of speaeh be preserved within. 
As socialists, wo must, for example, 
defend at all cost, the right of reaction- 
ary* bourgeois professors, to speak and 
teach here. And we must do, so not in 
deferance to some empty liberal no- 
tion of toleration, but because we can- 
not possibly clevelop our critical faculties 
and our ability to communicate with 
the masses we must win unless we are 
constantly engaged in high-level ideo- 
logical \^ar, For this reason alone* only 
an, idiot -would tell you that bourgeois 
philosophers, sociologists* or historians 


have nothing to teach you., Ask these 
idiots a question: If the bourgeois ideo- 
logues are so foolish and knavish and 
our revolutionary heroes are so clever 
and principled, how come these fools j 
and knaves beat the hell out of us in 
open debate so often'.' The' masses are 
not stupid. They do not follow the 
bourgeoisie because they are dupes or 
cowards. The fact is that we' have not 
yet confronted our enemies with a total 
world view embraced in a viable polit- 

Seal movement.; As professors and stu- 
dents we have a major role to play in 
this work. It requires an appreciation 
of the magnitude of the task, a proper 
disdain for phrase-mongering, and a 
willingness to test every idea against 
tougn and learned opponents; and it 
requires steady nerves, patient and , 
steady work under discouraging condi- 
tions, and coolness under fire. What is 
needed now and will be needed in the 
decades ahead, is not romantic rhetoric 
appeals to nonexisting barricades, 
and pompous invitations to self immo- 
lation; what is needed is a disciplined 
and modest awareness that we have 
convinced our own people to turn away 
from a social order they simply take 
for granted and to oppose it resolut- 
ely., To, do that each of us will have 
to do his thing - a modern version, 1 
suppose, of the Calvinist doctrine of 
the calling. We shall have to learn to 
divide our time between necessary 
political action, some of which will 
certainly have to be in the streets, and 
that patient, steady, unromantic work 
of becoming serious intellectuals - in- 
tellectuals worthy of respect, who can 
influence and persuade, rather than 
exhort and bully. If this perspective 
seems tame, so be it. I nonetheless say t 
that those who counsel 'immediate 
confrontation with the state are fakers * 
who will themselves do no such thing. 

The role of the radical professor today 

is to present his students with a new 
world view, not as a general sermon 
on social issues, but in its specific mani- 
festation within his own discipline; To 
do this, he must first be a serious scho- 
lar, the master of his material, who res- 
pects the viewpoints of others and who 
is ready [o test his mettle regularly by 
confronting the views of others.; And 
the role of the radical student is to win 
his follow students to that world view.. 


This requires respect for their sensi- 
bilities as well as their ideas; it requires 
the willingness to set an example by se- 
rious and excellent work as a student; 
and it requires an eagerness to engage 
in a rational, well mannered, arid decent 
exchange of opinions. Our students 
are neither corrupt, nor venal, nor stu- 
pid-, they are imprisoned by a hege- 
monic; bourgeois world view. To re- 
orient them requires, first of-all^ being 
their friends, being willing to learn from 
them as well as to teach them, and be- 
ing able to speak their language. And 
therefore I respectfully suggest to you < 
that he who preserves his militancy and 
readiness for harsh confrontations when 
they are necessary and proper while 
simultaneously setting an example 
by his excellence as a student and a v 
developing intellectual - that he and he 
alone among our students deserves to 
be respected as a fighter for, socialist^ 
and for the revolutionary transforma- 
tion of society.

socialist goals; blacks and 
youth are the most available ' 
potential recruits to a so- • 
cialist revolution, but the 
reactionary alienation of the 
worker is at least v. hopefu 1 
sign of potentially fruitful 
disruption. ’ •>' 

^ In constructing a new so- 


cialist 'vision a number- of 
speakers stressed the imp- 
ortance of, uniting a “strong 
! „ cultural front with changes 
on the political and economic 
frontiers”. Genovese said 
“white America must be re- 
• structured if white America 
is to be- free,” which he 
said follows from Marx’s 
call for the “decentraliza- 
—ticr: and- -liberation, of the 
cultural apparatus from the 
elite”. 

‘“Either the left must re- 
organize itself for the battle 
of cultural hegemony,” Ge- 
novese declared, “or pol- 
itical power is lost. We must 
end the nauseating and de- 
grading tendency of the white 
left to live vicariously 
through the black revolt. We 
will have to save ourselves”. 

“Most quantitative social- 
ist demands have been met,” 
Weinstein said, “wages, 
hours, benefits, etc. But this-/ 
hardly gets to the. root of the ’’ 
problem. - We still have a ' 
crisis in financing social. ‘ 
products, as opposed to sub- 
sidizing private industry.” 

“The problem,” he said, ’’ 
“is to get socialist intellect- 
uals organized for a compe- 
tent critique ,pf American ’ 
society. Without that we can- 
not have a revolutionary pol- 
itics, and without that we 
cannot have a revolution”. 

The question of statism or 
nationalism was touched 
upon by all the panelists dis- 
cussing Cruse’s book, and

obviously shabby features of his attack*

' tradistinction to. guerilla fighters like 
himself, “make absolute distinctions 
between revolutionary theory and 
revolutionary action.;' This statement* 
is mere slander, and the only hint* of 
_ evidence to support it concerns thv-so-? 
called life-style of some of us - 1 suppose * 
those of us who wear vests and drink * 
martinis, 1* should respectfully suggest f 
that if the best our revolutionary hero* 
has to offer, consists of snooping into 
other,, people's private lives, then revo- 
lutionaries are not- quiteawhat they us- 
ed to be., I am tempted to ask here: 
Just >who is this self righteous gossip? 
Where has he been? < On what barrica- 
des las He fought? For, what revolution- 
ary party or tendency does He speak? 
What state apparatus has he ever con-. 

. fronted? And what heroism, besides 
the purely verbal, has he displayed that ‘ 
he |t is so quick to malign the rest of us? 


But I shall' leave these personal asides, 
these washer-woman biographical 
excursions, and .the rest of this trivia to 
our local people's hero. In fact, <1 should 
not have bothered mentioning his arti- 
cle at all - for it is intrinsically un- 
wo'rthy of attention - were it not that it 
exposes certain unfortunate tendencies 
among our younger radicals,, who; do 
commend respect for their militancy 
and desire to avoid repeating old mis- 
takes. I shall, therefore examine several 
of Mr. Orton's propositions in the hope 
of clarifying some existing issues. 

Mr. Orton makes several points, which 
directly .contradict those I have suggest- 
ed here today.. The revolution will be 
made by those who ; act, not by those 
who talk endlessly - and naturally no one 
would disagree. He then suggests that 
direct action, whatever that means, is 
called for now, that such action cannot 
be limited to the arena approved by the 
bourgeois state, and that Fidel's dictum 
obtains: “The duty of the .revolutionary 
is to make the revolution." Now, of 
course; r.o oner could argue abour any 
,of these trite and meaningless phrases. 
The problem is what kind of action? 
under what banner? toward what r end?, 
in what context 5 / and on what terrain? 
On all this, our hero is silent. But what 

is clearly implied in his article and in 
his more.recent tantrums is the proposi- 
tion that we are in a revolutionary cri- 
sis calling for a direct confrontation 
with the state apparatus. This underly- 
ing proposition, 1 submit, is nonsense 
and will readily be recognized as non- 
sense by anyone who takes the trouble 
to consider it seriously even for a mo- 
ment. 


To defend such an assertion Mr. 
Orton would have to providexan ana- 
lysis of the political, economic, arid 
social situation in the Western coun- 
tries and especially in the United Sta- 
tes; he would have to show how tHe * 
( state apparatus is deep in trouble and 
f close to crumbling. I invite him to pre- 
sent this argument in a public debate at 
} his earliest convenience and am prepar- 
ed to defend the ‘alternative assertion 
that anyone who lakes such a position 
] is a half-wit. • \ 

We have been told to stand ready to 
die. We have not beenjpld where. how v 
or exactly in what cause. I do not my- 
self see the immediate advarttagesPof 
f erecting barricades in Montreal or in 
New York, To do so would undoubted- 
ly make our local masochists and vvould- 
be martyrs feel better. But revolution- 
aries are interested in politics, not per- 
sonal salvation; they are interested, jn 
changing society, not merely' in* defy- * 
ing it. ; The 1 Left has already accumulat- 
ed a sufficient storehouse of martyred 
sairtts and glorious, inspiring defeats:- 
1 humbly suggest that what we need now 
are 'a few mundane victories. Permit 
me therefore to present an alternative , 
perspective; permit me also to dojt in 
a necessarily sketchy and schematic 
i form. I would hope, however, that there 
will be other occasions to pursue tlie v '

First, the hopes for a direct confron-' 
tation with the" bourgeois state in the . 
West receded with the defeat pf the re- 
volutionary forces after World War I 
►and certainly with the recovery of tlje 
capitalist economies in the 1930's. There- 
fore. Western socialists must reorganize 
•in order to effect a structural transfor- 
mation of society from within.

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Second, as imperialism is forced to 
frPtreat on a world scales it will increas- 
ingly be forced to confront grave pro- 
blems at home. Therefore,; the relative 
quiescence of the working class and 
even of large sections of the new middle 
classes and the intelligentsia is not a 
permanent condition. 

Third, the revolutionary advance in 
the West depends, for the moment at 
least, on advance in the underdeve- 
loped world. Therefore the Left must 
stanchly defend those revolution?* and 
in so doing must guaranteedtself against 
any flirtation with attempts to divide the 
world into spheres of influence under 
the guise of protecting the peace., 
^Fourth, the strategy of imperialism, 

outlined earlier in this paper, has had a 
brilliant and so far successful domestic 
counterpart. By forcing the Left to read 
to one new barbarism after another, it 
has instilled in it a crisis psychology - a 
perpetual feeling of Armageddon - and 
has thereby trapped it into tactical ad- 
ventures while deepening its alienation 
from society • from the very people it 
must organize in order to win power. 
But if the imperialist state cannot be 
overthrown forcibly by frontal assault, 
if it must be fought step by step over 
"many decades, then such alienation 
plays into the hands of the bourgeoisie 
and becomes a counter-revolutionary 
"force. And on these grounds alone the 
hippie phenomenon must be judged 
esse n t ial ly ret rog ressi ve , 

Fifth, under conditions of a long - 
perhaps 50 to MX) years - struggle to 
change society amidst a world wide 
balance* of nuclear terror, it is the solid 
elements to whom we must appeal - 
the workers, the technical and bureau- 
cratic strata, and the intelligentsia. 
From a war of barricade confrontation 
we must pass to what the great Italian 
Marxist, Antonio Gramsci, called “a 
war for position on the cultural front”. 
This strategy has several corollaries, to 
which 1 should like to turn briefly. 

The major ties of the Western mas- 
ses to the imperialist regimes are not 
merely economic; they involve a broad 
ideological adherence. In particular, 
the notion that socialism threatens 
freedom and democracy is deeply root- 
ed. To persuade our people,; whose 
commitment to freedom is real and 
’intrinsically admirable, we shall have 
to champion the struggle for basic free- 
doms throughout the world and also 


present a coherent philosophy, econo- 
mics, 'and sociology within which to 
develop our own claims. The ideologic- 
al adherence of the masses to the bour- 
geoisie is total. The masses genuinely 
do not and cannot believe that anyone • 
else could run society without ruin- 
ing it and destroying individual liberty. 
Therefore, the entire culture of the 
bourgeoisie - its pretensions to the le- 
gitimacy of its hegemony - must be * 
fought. 

For this reason alone, a professor, 
let us say, of sociology who patiently 
analyzes and persuasively refutes hour- . 
geois theoretical systems, while encour- 
aging students to learn every single 
thing that can be learned from them, 
makes a genuine contribution to the ■* 
advancement of our work in a tough 1 
ideological war, where as the professor 
who refuses such an engagement, pre- 
tends that such sociological systems 
have nothing to teach, pretends that 
their refutation is superfluous, and then 
retreats into abusive rhetoric and mere 
denunciation exhibits a failure of nerve -
